MAKES AN ADVANCE. 


Surveys Completed for the Great Canal 


to 
Lead 
Out 
From 
the 
Lower 


Truckee to the Carson Sink. 


Elsewhere in the Journal this morn- 


ing is an advertisement 
calling for 


bids for the construction of a gigantic 
irrigation • canal to lead out of the 
Truckee river. It is to be constructed 
at the expense of the general govern- 
ment under vthe provisions of the new 
irrigation law. 


Engineer 
L. H. Taylor, who has 


charge of the bydrographic work in 
this state, was seen yesterday by a 
Journal reporter in his offices in the 
Clough & Crosby building. Mr. Tay- 
lor said in response to inquiries. 


"We have completed our survey of 


the lower Truckee and the Caison ba- 
sin sufficient to proceed with the con- 
struction of the canal. 


"It will lead out of 
the Truckev 


twenty-five miles from Reno and fol- 
low the right or south bank of the 
Truckee a distance of ten miles where 
it leaves the canyon 
and takes an 


easterly and southerly course a dis- 
tance of twenty-one miles. This is a 
point on the Carson river west of Car- 
son Sink, where it is proposed to con- 
struct a reservoir having a capacitj 
of 270,000 acre feet in which to store 
the waters of the Truckee during the 
non-irrigating season 


"This canal will have a capacity or 


1,400 
cubic feet a second 
The width 


of the bed will be twenty feet 
It will 


carry a depth, of thirteen feet of watwi 
and will be fifty-nine feet wide at the 
water surface 


"There are now along the Truckee 


river only 42,000 acres of land under 
cultivation 
Appi oximately 
325,000 


acies of very uch land will be bi ought 
under cultivation by this canal

acres of land will support one indi-

DEMONSTRATIONS IN 


HONOR OF PRESIDENT. 


Short Visits Paid to Fre«port, Rook- 


ford, Aurora, 
Joliet, 
Btoomington 


and Other Points. 


FREEPORT, 111., June 3.—President 


Roosevelt began an exceedingly busy 
day -with a half hour visit'In Freeport 
this morning1 
The special train ar- 


rived from Dubuque over the Illinois 
Central on schedule time. As the pres- 
ident emerged from the canopy of flags 
at the station and entered the car- 
riage, accompanied by Congressman 
Hitt and others, the crowd broke into 
cheers, which he promptly acknowl- 
edged. A dozen carriages swung Into 
line, while an escort of police and mil- 
itia formed a guard. All the business 
and residence streets were profusely 
decorated with flags, and 
festoons. 


The streets were packed with people 
and thfe demonstration kept the pres- 
ident busy bowing his acknowledge- 
ments. The procession moved to the 
site of the new boulder monument 
erected In commemoration of the fa- 
mous Lincoln-Douglas debate* of 1853, 
where the president delivered an ad- 
dress as the principal feature of the 
dedicatory exercises. "When the cere, 
monies were concluded the presidential 
party re-boarded the waiting train and 
departed from the city amid a storm 
of cheers 


n/orlal hall, the dedication of which? 
was the^'prlclpal 'feature of the pro-,1 
gram. From a stand erected in front 
of the hall Mr. Koosevelt addressed a 
crowd of 20,000 people and was hear- 
tily cheered at the conclusion of, his 
remarks. 


AURORA, 111, 
June 
3.—President 


Roosevelt spent two hours In Aurora 
today en route to Bloomlngton, where 
he is to attend the state encampment 
of the Spanish war veterans. The 
train reached this city promptly on

JACKSON, Miss., June 3.—Jackson 


entertained more guests today than 
ever before in her history. The whole 
city assisted in entertaining and every 
person took an Interest in the success 
of the ceremonies attending the laying 
of the cornerstone of the new million 
dollar state house. The visitors came 
from all parts of Mississippi, Tennes- 
see, Arkansas, 
Louisiana and other 


state were also represented among the 
strangers. 
Nearly every educational 


institution in the state was represent- 
ed, and fraternal organizations, his- 
torical societies and patriotic orders 
were also much in evidence, to say 
nothing of the veterans and militia- 
men by the score. All schools in this 
part of the state were granted a hol- 
iday and consequently there were 
thousands of scholl children on the 
grounds. 


Early in the forenoon special ex- 


cursion trains began to arrive and un- 
loaded hundreds of visitors. The en- 
tire city was in holiday attire. 
The 


business houses and stores and most 
of the private residences were decor- 
ated with flags and bunting. Factories 
and places of business had declared a 
holiday, in response to a suggestion of 
the mayor, and everyone appeared to 
be on the streets in holiday garb. 
« One of the great events of the day 
was the grand parade of the forenoon. 
It formed at 11 o'clock at the old cap- 
itol under the direction of the grand 
marshals, 
General 
Robert 
Loweiy, 


commander of the Confederate Vete- 
rans, and "Will Henry, commander of 
the state militia, with a number of as- 
sistants. The signal for marching was 
a salute from a battery of artillery 
The various divisions consistent of 
troops of the national guard, veterans 


of the war, state officials and other 
dignitaries in carriages, hundreds •* of 
Woodmen and members of other fra- 
ternal, civic and semi-military organi- 
zations. 


Meanwhile an Immense ' crowd had 


assembled at the new capitol grounds. 
Seats had been arranged^to accommo- 
date hundreds of spectators, while 
hundreds of others were left to find 
places of vantage in windows, trees 
and elsewhere. A company of soldiers 
held the crowds In check and made 
way for the speakers and others as 
the head of the procession reached the 
grounds. Governor Longino and other 
state officials, the mayor and officials 
of the city of Jackson and other in- 
vited guesta occupied seats on the 
platform erected for the occasion. 


Governor Longino presided over the 


exercises of the day and delivered the 
opening address. The cornerstone lay- 
Ing ceremony was under the direction 
of the grand master and the grand 
lodge of Masons of Mississippi.

the stone, before it was laid, were de- 
posited copies of the Jackson dally pa- 
pers of this date, the Holy Bible, a list 
of the capitol commissioners and of- 
cers of the state, also the members of 
the legislature and the architect and 
builders of the structure, a variety of 
coins and other articles of interest.

ROOSEVELT AND THE CARSON NEWS 


W 


HEN President Roosevelt made his recent flying v'a- 


it to Nevada, Democrats and Silver party men vied 


with Republicans in doing him honor. In Carson his re- 
ception was particularly fine not only in the wealth of col- 
or displayed but in the warmth and cordiality with which 
he -was greeted. 
The people from all the surrounding 


country regardless of politics were at the capital, and it 
•was remaiked that if every man In Carson on that day had 
been a Republican the ovation to Mr. Roosevelt could 
•scarcely have been more pronounced than It was. 


Jt would seem as if any fairminded Republican would 


"be -quite satisfied to consider this simply a manifestation 
•of genuine Americanism, as a thoroughly loyal greeting to 
the nation's chief magistrate. Fair minded Republicans 
probably are satisfied so to regard it. Some members of 
the president's party though, can only see the demonstra- 
tion through partisan spectacles, and are even now gloat- 
ing over Mr. Roosevelt's imaginary tiiumph in Nevada. 
The Carson Neus indulges in no end of senseless vaporings 
along this line 
It is showing even less political Intelli- 


gence than it exhibited during the last campaign. It does 
not rave so frantically, it is not so excited and rattled as 
it was then because there is no election immediately pend- 
ing. But the fact that it is now in a calmer mood simply 
makes its downright idiocy and malignancy the more ap- 
parent. Both of these qualities stand out conspicuously 
in its attempted discussions of public questions and pub- 
lic men. 


For example in one issue, or for that matter, in several 


issues. The Ke%\s deliberately seeks to justify the murder 
•of Goebel, which \\ as a political murder if there ever was 
one in this -wo- Id. In other issues it coolly assumes that 
because of thi« kindly coui teous, and complimentary ex- 
pressions in \\elcommg Roosevelt, Governor Sparks is 
going to vote with the party in whose interest Goetael was 
-murdered. 
Vnything more rnonstious either in logic or 


morals can haidly be thought of. 


Again nil through the campaign the News assumed that 


-unless Nevada went Republican President Roosevelt would 
-not allow any money to be spent in the State for irriga- 
tion purposes, because he would naturally want to favor 
his party t"i lends. The State did not go Republican and 
now the ferine paper gravely asseits that under no admin- 
istration othet than Republican could we get the slightest 
TDOneftt f'om the irrigation la\v. 


Time and again during that campaign the News declar- 


ed' that the irrigation law \\as utterly worthless so far as 
Nevada was concerned, and that Francis G. Newlands was 
the man Vvhose blundering inefficiency made it worthless. 
President Roosevelt came here eulogizes the law in the lof- 
tiest terms, puts Nevada squarely in the lead both in the 
perils of national legislation and State co-opeiation, and 
ipaints a glowing picture of the grand things in store for 
us as a result. 


The News does not in terms accuse Roosevelt o£ lying 


(as it would Newlands) but it does so by implication while 
pretending to praise the president for his broad-gauged 
statesmanship in allowing more money to be spent here 
than the proceeds of Nevada land sales amount to. The 
News seems to be blissfully unconscious that this line of 
attack upon Newlands is a thinly veiled challenge of the 
president's verascity 
Moreover, it "actually presents Mr. 


Roosevelt to the people of this State in the light of a law 
"breaker, who Is spending money here which does not be- 
long to us. The News would have the people believe that 
HooseveK is spending or about to spend more money for 
irrigation work in Nevada than our land sales amount to, 
not because the law expressly authorizes it (which it does, 
-of course) but simply through a desire on his part to bene- 
fit us, a thjng which neither he nor any other president 
-would ever think of doing. 


Whether our Carson contemporary is conscious of these 


•contradictions, and the boomerang effects of such "argu- 
Tnentation," The Journal does not pretend to know. At 
times they are so palpable and the contentions of the News 
«o atrocious in character as to awaken grave doubts as 
•to its sincerity in championing the Republican cause. Cer- 
tain is it that its course is well calculated to intensify the 
^anti-Republican sentiment of the State, and this belief 
prevails to a considerable extent among Republicans them- 
selves. 


The Journal really does not care how much the Republi- 


can party Is hurt by its assumed friends but we are not 
mean enough to want it hurt by a line of argumentation 
in its behalf whlc his an insult to common Intelligence and 
shocking to the moral sensibilities of civilized humanity. 
If the News Is honest, its intellect must be badly warped 
"by partisan zeal. If Roosevelt could see some of the things 
Ch« .News says, it would be amusing to some and ter- 
rifying to others to see him show his teeth. 


THE SYSTEM IN THE PHILIPPINES

Congers, and, the "Hell-Roaring Jake" Smiths who are 
the real perpetrators of these atrocities. 
Jt is -we — the 


comfortable, good natured, stay-at-home citizens who 
are playing at building an empire, and who ke.ep our new 
toy running with the blood and souls of men. 


The ideals of militarism are demoralizing enough under 


the most favorable conditions. The other day a German 
naval cadet stabbed his old friend in the back for omit- 
ting to salute him, and then said boastfully: 
"When I 


draw my sword I want to see blood, and lots of it." A 
Prussian officer beat his own wife because she said that he 
was too much of a coward to strike her, and he had to 
vindicate the honor of his uniform by proving that he was 
not. The members of the French General Staff were will- 
ing to condemn an Innocent brother officer to 
lifelong 


martyrdom by means of forged letters and perjured oaths 
for the sake of sustaining the "honor of the army."

When such things happen among officers at home, of 


men sent to a climate in which insanity is in the air in 
peace, amid normal surrounding's what can be expected 
to flght a people of another race knowing nothing1 of the 
laws of war, with everything to exasperate either side and 
bring the beast in humanity to the top? 


llie simple truth is that in adopting Spanish policy we 


are reverting to the Spanish type. It 'is only five years 
since we were driven to war by a noble indignation at 
the atrocities of Weyler, and already we could gather mess 
dinner parties in the Philippines at which Weyler would 
find himself a congenial guest. — New York World. 


THE hold-up of a negro carrier on a Tennessee rural 


free delivery route turns out to be of much less conse- 
quence than at first reported. Instead of being held up 
by a mob of whites who had determined that a negro 
should not carry the mail, he was stopped by two masked 
men who threatened him if he did not give up the route.

All Churchill is in the 
throes of great excitement over the 
find of a ledge of ore claimed to be 
torty feet wide and which has been 
traced and located for a distance of 
15J500 feet. Assays of chosen samples 
•heretofore made give returns in cop- 
per of 42 per cent, and showed some 
gold and silver, the values of which 
•were not remembered by Mr. Kent. 


The "find" was made by a sheep- 


herder in the employ of Senator "W. 
"W."Williams of Fallon. It is ten miles 
from Eagleville, 
In 
the 
vicinity of 


Bell's Flat, and in a southeasterly di- 
rection from West Gate. Senator Wil- 
Slams did not enthuse much over the 
Specimens until the returns came in 
from a Comstock expert into whose 
hands some samples fell.

time location work has been going on 
steadily but quietly until about all of 
the known ground has been staked and 
claimed. A number of prominent men 
in this state and California are now 
interested.

The City Council of the City of Reno 


do ordain: 


Section 1. The 
City 
Council 
are 


hereby authorized and empowered to 
employ a superintendent of streets, al- 
leys, sewers and city parks, who shall 
receive for his compensation in full 
the sum of $80 per month, payable 
monthly, who shall serve at the will 
and pleasure of the said City Council. 


Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the 


said Superintendent to supervise the 
laying out, extending-, altering, grad- 
ing, 
draining, 
cleaning, 
widening, 


lighting and 
improvements 
of the 


streets and alleys; 
the improvement 


and preservation of the city parks; the 
construction repair and preservation of 
all sidewalks, bridges, drains and sew- 
ers within the limits of said City; the 
prevention and removal ot1 obstructions 
from the streets, alleys and sidewalks 
of the said City; the 
empoundment 


and disposal or destruction of all dogs 
upon which an annual per capita tax 
shall have not been paid which may be 
required by any ordinance 
now in 


force in the said City of Reno or may 
be hereinafter enacted 
by 
the City 


Council of the said City of Reno; the 
empoundment and disposal of all other 
animals running at large in said City. 


Provided, that all acts of the said 


superintendent shall be subject to the 
direction and control of the said City 
Council and Us duly appointed com- 
mittees. 


Sec. 3. This ordinance shall repeal 


all ordinances and parts of ordinances 
in conflict with this ordinance only to 
the extent of such confllctlon.
